Justice David J. Brewer ‘ios 


Respect for Law Is Only 
Hope of Municipal- 
ities, 


TALKS: 
Praises Policemen and Condemns 
the High Officials Who Wink — 
at Violations of the 
“Statutes. 


Btrict enforcement of every ordinance ‘by 


public officials and the education of the peo- 
ple to a high respect for the law were declared 
by Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
States Supreme court, in an address last eve- 
ning in the Auditorium, to be essential to the 
preservation of American municipal govern- 
ment. 

The justice pointed, out some of the worst 
evils t are undermining municipalities 
and suggested remedies. Some of his ob- 
servations had special reference to Chicago. 
He spoke under the'auspices of the Municipal 
Lecture association. His sybject Was, “Obed- 
lence to Law the First Civic Duty.” Judge 
Orrin N. Carter presided and in@oduced the 
speaker, Twenty-five hundred persons lis- 
tened. ‘ 
_ Position of Republic at Stake. 

“The republic can hope to maintain its 
hitherto growing position in the family of 
nations only as it shows itself competent to 
master the-life of its municipalities and re- 
lieve them from the corruption and evil in- 
which are so abundant therein,” 


the justice.! “ Indeed, many of our most | 
of national life do not 


ughtful studen 
hesitate to affirm that its great problem is 
the establishment of a purer and more hon- 
est city life. 
“Many disinterested persons feel that the 
dark conditions of that life are evidences 
that popular government and free éuffrage 
are failures. They point to the conceded 
fact that Washington fs the best governed 
city on the continent, the most free from 
corruption im its municipal life, and say that 
there and there only are the citizens de- 
prived of all céntrol. 
“It is undeniable that many are troubled 
about this, and, regarding with horror the 
curruption and lawlessness that prevail in 
many cities, wonder whether municipal goy- 
ernment must not be considered outside the 


scope of the declaration of independence, . 


and to exist rightfully without the consent 
of the governed.” 


Bad to Overlook Violations. ~ 
Referring to the tendency of city officers 


| | he said: 

“ The easy going, good natured public. 
cial who deliberately closes his eyes to minor 
infractions of municipal law, which it is his 
duty to restrain, is one of the most hurtful 
factors in our municipal life.” _ 

Policemen as representatives of the ma- 
jesty of the law were spoken of in high 
terms. His praise of the bravery of the 


Chicago police in the past, despite the recent 


report of Capt. Piper, was recéived with 
marked approval by the audience. 


Takes a Shot at Dowie. 


“ Elijah” Dowie and his, followers were 
given a hard “‘ knock” incidentally by Jus: 
tice Brewer. In speaking of the city as a 


yeenter of vice and a rich field for every kind 


of new theory, he said: 
“The crank and thejfanatic hasten to the 


city to find the material upon which they 


most easily can work.. Every visionary, der 
luded with an idea which he fancies may 
revolutionize the world, rushes to the place 
where he finds the multitude, to whom he 
makes known his revelation. There also 
are the constantly increasing crowds who 
seek city lle under the hope of acquiring 
newspaper notoriety, position in life, or 
riches. Chicago, in respect to both classes, 
has been conspicuous. Here were the Free 
Love cranks, who would destroy marriage 
and the home. — 

“Here came the leader of the modern 
Zion. No crank stays in a village orin the 
country to advertise hfs vagaries, but each 


goes where he can the more easily reach the | 


many. The ancient Elijah went out into the

Reasons for Violation of Law. | 
In discussing the difficulties of municipal 
government the speaker said: — ; 
“There is more violation of law ina city 
than elsewhere. “This is not a matter of 
mere mathematics. It is not simply because 
there are more laws to be obeyed, the or= 


dinances of the city in addition to the laws of | 


the state and nation. There is more crime in 
a city than in the country. As proof of this 
take the statistics from penitentiaries, for 
instance, each year during the last three 
years more than half the convicts came from 
Cook county. Consider, also, the number in 
Chicago in jails and other places where 
lesser criminals are punished. 7 


Crime Provoked by Mobs. 

“One thing especially provokes crime, and 
that is the mob. Leta strike be announced 
and a body of employés attempts by force to 
coerce their employers and how quickly a 
mob gathers. The criminal crowds to the 
front to profit by it and plunder or do vio- 
lence in the excitement. : 

“I do not turn aside from my thought to, 
discuss the reciprocal rights of employers and 
employés, There are some things too plain 
for argument. That in the absence of a con- 
tract binding to the contrary there ig a legal 
right on the part of employés, singly Orin a 
body, to quit work; that in case they quit 
there is an equal right’on the part of employ- 
ers to seek other employés, and that there is 
the same right of other employés to take such 
employment when offered, are propositions 
too plain for argument with those who have 
any conception of the meaning of the declar- 
ation of independence or believe that each 
‘man has an inalienable right to life, Hberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” 


Life Too Fast to Stop for Law. 

In touching upon the rapidity with which 
life is lived in a. city and the feeling that in 
his haste one cannot stop to obey trivial 
regulations, Justice Brewer caught the 
hunior of the audience by saying: 

“ Mergers, combinations, are in order. 
Strangely enough, in the days of trusts we 
cannot trust ou to hold our own rail- 
road stock and so organize a Northern Se- 
curftiies company to hold them for us.” 

As the justice was one oh the majority of 
five justices of the United States Supreme 
court who recentl#handed down the decision

JAPANESE BRAVERY PRAISED. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D,] 

PETERSBURG, March 29.—Gen. Kou- 
ropatkin has signalized his assumption of the 
command of all the land forces in the far 
east with a report of the first considerable 
engagement between the Russian and Japan- 
ese forces in northern Corea. 2 
The operations originated with the Rus- 
sians and took the form of a cavalry attack 
on Monday by six companies of Cossacks, 
led personally by Gen. Mishtchenko, against 
four squadrons of Japanese cavairy, which 
the general believed to be beyond Chongju, 
put which he found to be in occupation of 
thattown. : 
Japanese Prove Good Fighters. 

Despite a cross fire which Gen. Mishtchen- 
ko directed against the enemy, he pays 4 
tribute to thelr tenacity and bravery, the 
Japanese only ceasing to fire after a combat 
which lasted for half an hour, 
Russians could follow up their advantage 
three Japanese squadrons galloped toward 
the town, which two of them succeeded in on- 
tering, while the third was driven back in 
disorder, men and horses falling. 

The fire maintained on the town was a6 
destructive that the Japanese were unabie 
to make an effective return.

STATE INDORSEMENT IS SURE 


Odell Faction Wins in Contest with 
Platt Following. 


New York, March 29.—[Special.}—Repub- 
lican and democratic primaries were held 
today in many large counties throughout the 
state and the. most important result is the 
practical assurance that Judge Alton B. Par- 
ker will be indorsed by the democratic state 
convention for president. 

Conventions held in Madison and Chenango 
counties and two districts, of Oswego today 
added twelve more delegates to the Parker 
column, giving him a total of ninety instruct- 
ed delegates out of 450 in the state conven- 
tion. The primaries today insured the elec- 
tion of party delegates as follows: 


Rensselaer 

Onondaga :.........-..12'Cayuga 
Majority Is Claimed. 

This will add 138 delegates to the ninety 
already chosen, giving him 228, or more than 
a majority of the convention. In addition 
primaries or conventions are yet to be held in 
counties where the Parker men are confident 
of gaining seventy-two more delegates, 
which will give him a total of at least 300 of 
the 450 delegates in the convention. ‘ 

Senator P. H. McCarren retained his con-' 
trol of the democratic organization in Brook- 
lyn, but his leadership is shaken by the 
success of the Tammany candidate in th 
Seventh district, where William A. Doyle, 
deputy fire commissioner and the man picked 
by Charles F. Murphy to represent Tam- 


many in Brooklyn, overwhelmingly defeated - 


Thomas F. Wogan. 


Give McCarren Assurance. 

Friends of Senator McCarren gathered 
about him at the Clarendon hotel tonight, 
renewing their allegiance and promising to 
stand by him in the greater fight that is to, 
come. The charge is made that victory for 
Doyle was won only by the influence of Will- 
fam R. Hearst, who !s expected to profit by 


‘any reversal that Senator McCarren may 


suffer. McCarren has been outspoken in 
his desire for instructing delegates for Par- 
ker, and Tammany Leader“Murphy, who 
desires an uninstructed delegation, has been 
credited with a desire to punish McCarren. 

In Chenango county Hearst controlled 
fifteen of the twenty-one towns, but the 
county convention adopted resolutions prais- 
ing Parker, and delegates to the state con- 
vention were uninstructed, as the Hearst 
people preferred that. 

There ts rejoicing over the news of the 
complete defeat of the anti-Parker faction 
in Buffalo, headed by William J. Conners. 
The Parker men swept Erfe county, carrying 
all three senatorial districts. This will make 
John W. Fisher, the democratic leader in 
Erie, in place of Conners, who sided with 
Charlies F. Murphy.

SHIFT A FIXED SCENE. 


La Salle Employes Perform Law 


| Evading Feat Nightly. - 


CITY ENDORSES THE TRICK. 


Done by Having Frames Nailed Down 
but the Canvas Movable. 


When is movable scenery not movable? 

Judged from various answers received 
from building and fire department officials 
yesterday, the answer to this riddle is: - 

When the scenery is In the La Salle theater. 

With reference to the play, “ The Royal 
Chef,” which opened at the La Salle Mon- 
day, these facts are admitted by municipal 
theater inspectors: 

That the La Salle is in “ class 4” of build- 
ings, according to the new theater ordi- 
nance. 

That the La Salle is thus prohibited from 
using movable scenery. 

That, between the second and third act of 
“The Royal Chef,” the scenery of the La 
Salle moves. 

‘Technically’? Immovable. 

Nevertheless, say these officials, the scen- 
ery of the La Salle is “technically’’ im- 
movable. 

Battalion Chief Burroughs of the fire de- 


' partment, who ts in charge of the inspection 


of Chieago theaters, yesterday explained the 
technicality. 

“There is a change in the scenery, but 
not in the framework of the scenery,” he 
said. ‘‘I looked into the matter when ‘ The 
Royal Chef’ was first staged and found 


} there was no violation of the ordinance. If 


there had been I would have stopped the 
play in a minute.” 

Ww. J. Block, manager of the La Salle, told 
how the ordinance was evaded. 

‘““As we understand it, ‘scenery’ in the 
ordinance means framework as well as can- 
vas,” he said.

FOUND NEAR THE RAILWAY. 


Fever Stricken Wankegan Man Is

Blind and delirious from fever, former 
Judge Henry W. Blodgett of the United 
States District court wandered from his res!- 
dence in Waukegan early yesterday morn- 
ing during the brief absence of his daugh- 
ter from his bedside. Many hours after- 
ward he was taken homé after having been 
brought to a police station. Last night he 
was said to be greatly exhausted. 


Former Judge Old and Blind. 

Former Judge Blodgett is 83 years old and 
has been ill all winter. During the last two 
weeks he has declined rapidly. His sight, 
which for some time had been bad, recently 
left him entirely, Since then he has not been 
permitted to leave the house unattended. 

The temperature of the invalid was ex- 
tremely high Monday mofning, and his 
daughter, Carrie Blodgett, spent the entire 
night at his bedside, leaving him at 5 o'clock 
when he appeared to be resting. 

She had hardly left the room when the 
sightless old man aro da wandered away. 
On her return a few nutes later and the 
discovery of his absence a search was be- 
gun, in which many friends assisted. 

Later, when members of the family were 
in great fear for the safety of the wanderer, 
policemen of the suburb returned him to the 
residence. He was still delirious and a phy- 


giclan was summoned to attend him. 


Rescued by a Milkman. 

It was learned that the jurist had wan- 
dered in the direction of the railway tracks, 
ignorant of the danger to which he was ex- 
posed from trains. He was halted by a 
milkman, who saw him groping his way 
along but who did not recognize him. 

“IT wish to go to the station,” he told his 
questioner. 

In the belief of members of the family, the 
wanderer meant the railway station, in- 
tending. in his delirium, to visit Chicago, 
but the milkman thought the police station 
was meant, and conducted him there. He 
at once was recognized by the police and 
taken back to his residence.

A FORGETFUL PEOPLE. 

President McKinley was assassinated 
‘two:and a half years ago. There was an 
immediate popular demand for legislation 
to vest in federal courts the authority to 
try and punish men who murdered or at- 
tempted to murder the chief magistrate. 
Congress was not in session at the time, but 
leading sénators and representatives ‘said’ 
that when ft convened legislation of that 
kind would be the first thing to be attended 
to. When congress met in December many 
bills on the subject were introduced, but 
no jaw was enacted. One might have been 
last year had it not been for Senator Bacon 
of Georgia, who interposed his veto during 
the Closing hours of the session. 

Last week the judiciary committee of the 
senate Teported a‘bill which there is not 
time to pass it this session and which may 
be crowded aside at the next and short one 
by ‘the appropriation bills. The measure 
now befofe the senate provides that who- 
—~@ver Rilia the president or vice president: 

or upon. whom the power and 
duties of the president devolved, or any 
foreign ambassador or minister, shall suffer 
death, and that whoever shall attempt to 
kill any one of those persons shall suffer 
Geath, or, at the discretion of the court, 
shall be imprisoned for not less than ten 


years. 

The bill does not go so far as the one 
which failed to pass last year, but it is 
still unsatisfactory to Senator Bacon. 
There are sonié other congressmen who ob- 
ject to the measure because they do not 
believe that an individual who attempts to 
murdeér a president should be punished more 
severely than if he had attacked a private 
citizen. _ In no state is an attempt to com- 
mit murder punishable by death. Why, 
ask these congressmen, should the man 
who unsuccessfully attempts to assassinate 
the chief magistrate suffer that punish- 
ment? 

If popular feeling were so strong as it was 
two and a half years ago, opposition to the 
passage of a bill to give national courts au- 
thority to try the murderer or would-be 
murderer of a president would be futile. 
The people, who are quick to forget, have 
ceased to think much about the matter. It 
is not impossible that this congress will 
adjourn sine die with nothing done. i. 


PUNISH THE COMPANIES. 

Under provisions of the immigration laws 
in the United States it has been looked upon 
as perhaps a sufficient punishment for 
steamship lines if in bringing over unde- 
sirable immigrants who must be deported.

THE RAILROADS WERE RESPONSIBLE. 
Senator Burton has been found guilty of 
the charge of having used corruptly his in- 
fluence to prevent the issuance by the post- 
office department of a fraud order against a 
swindling concern. The jury was not con- 
vinced by Mr. Burton’s plea that he had 
gone to the postoffice officials as a lawyer 
and not as a senator. Thestatute makes no 
such distinction, and the jury would not. 
Senator Burton said he consulted some of 
his colleagues as to the propriety of his acts 
and they told him it was all right, and that 
they had done the same things. If there 
really were such senators they will be more 
careful henceforth. 
Senator Burton’s case has not been finally 
disposed of. A motion has been made for a 
new trial, which presumably will be refused. 
An appeal can and will be taken to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, whose decision is 
final. Until it shall have acted the senate 
will refrain from expelling him, even though 
his colleagues may have no doubt as to his 
guilt. 
* The public will accept unquestioningly the 
verdict of the jury after reading what Will- 
iam Allen White of Kansas had to say about 
Senator Burton in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 
He says the verdict will surprise no Kansan 
—that while Burton was a member of the 
lower house of the state legislature he openly 
solicited bribes, that the newspapers often 
charged him with being a boodler, and that 
he never resented the accusation, even when 
made by reputable and responsible journals. 
How did it happen, it may be asked, that 
Kansas should send to the United States 
senate a man who was held in such low 
esteem. William Allen White's explanation 
is that railroad influence elected him. The 
Rock Island, the Santa Fé, and the other 
Kansas roads. knew what sort of a man 
Burton was, and they wanted him because 
of the record he had made.

BORROWING TROUBLE. 

A few Chicagoans are asking that the 
saloons be closed on Sunday. They disturb 
the mayor’s peace of mind. He predicts 
that if they are given the dry Sunday they 
demand there will be a reaction; the advo- 
cates. of extreme personal liberty will be 
carried into power and the city willbe run 
“ wide open.” 

The mayor is borrowing trouble. The 
council will not pass an ordinance closing 
the saloons on the first day of the week, and 
if one were to be passed it would not be 
enforced by the present administration. 
The question of Sunday saloons was passed 
on over thirty years ago, and will not be 
reopened. 

There will be no “ wide open town ” as the 
result of the passage of a Sunday closing 
ordinance, If there is that kind of a town 
it will be due to the failure of the municipal] 
government to enforce proper ordinances 
acceptable to the great majority of the peo- 
ple and which consequently can be enforced 
without difficulty. For instance, there is an 
ordinance which provides that no saloon 
shall be allowed to keep open after 1 o’clock 
at night. The saloonkeepers can be made 
to obey that ordinance and other ordinances 
regulating their business whenever the city 
authorities are inclined to make them obey. 
The enforcement of those ordinances will 
not beget a reaction and bring back the wild 
days of Colvin. 

The mayor should not allow himself to be 
worried because occasionally some imprac- 
ticable person asks for the closing of the 
saloons on Sunday. All he need do is to en- 
force the ordinances and take no heed of the 
morrow.

NASMUCH as the name of Count Joachim 
| the age of 76, will be sought for in vain 


in those pages of the Almanach de Goths < 


that are devoted to the princes and prin- 
cesses of Murat it may be. well to explain 
that wher these are the descendants of 
that Joachim Napol®on Muret who was 
king of Naples, the counts and countesses de 
Murat are the grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren of his elder brother André. 

King Joachim of Naples, who, commencing 
life as a hostler at a village inn, owed his 
throne of the grand duchy of Berg and of 
the kingdom of Naples to his own prowess 
as a cavalry leader and to his marriage to 
Emperor Napoleon's sister Caroline, had 
two elder brothers—namely: Peter and 
André. 

Peter died in 1790, leaving a daughter 
Antoinette, who was created by Napoleon a 
princess on the occasion of her marriage in 
1808 at the Tuileries to the reigning Prince 
Charles of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, and 
was the grandmother of the present prince 
of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, of the king 
of Roumania, and of the countess of Fland- 


ers. 

André Murat, the second brother of the 
king of Naples, was created a count by Em- 
peror Napoleon I. in 1810 and had a son, 
Count Peter, who married the daughter of 
Baron Meneval, the confidential secretary 
of Napoleon. The sole issue of this union 
was Count Joachim Murat, who has just 
died, leaving a family of three sons and three 
daughters. He was a most delightful old 
fellow, sparkling with wit, and when he ac- 
companied the late duc de Morny to Russia 
to attend the coronation of Czar Alexander 
II. made an immense hit at theatricals given 
by the duke in honor of the Russian monarch 
by a wonderfully clever charade entitled 
“A Qui Perd Gagne” (he who loses wins), 
which, in view of the fact that Russia had 
a few months previously been defeated in 
the Crimea by the English and French, was 
particularly appropriate. He satin the corps 
legislatif from 1857 to 1870, and after the 
fall of the empire continued to ra omg 
the Bonapartist cause in the chamber 
deputies for twenty years longer, until he 
finally withdrew from political life. , 


While I often see references made in print 
to the fact that King Joachim’s second son 
Lucien married at Bordentown, N. J., Miss 
Fraser of Philadelphia, who thus became 
grandmother of the present Prince Murat 
and the mother of the duchess de Mouchy, I 
cannot remember any mention of the fact 
that Lucien had an elder brother, Achille 
by name, and at one moment crown prince 
of Naples, who in 1826 married at Borden- 
town, N. J., Miss Caroline Dudley, grand- 
niece of George Washington Princess 
Achille Murat died in 1847 without issue, too 
early to witness the restoration of the for- 
tunes of her husband’s family through the 
accession of Napoleon III. to the throne 
of France. 

There seems to be a disposition on the part 
of old world sovereigns just at present to 
avoid King Leopold. A short time ago it 
was officially given out at Brussels that 
while Prince and Princess Albert were likely 
to visit the St. Louis exhibition it would 
be impossible for the king to cross the At- 
lantic owing the necessity of his remaining 
at home to welcome in June Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph to Belgium on the conclusion of 
that monarch’s stay in England. In re- 


sponse to this a semi-official and curt ans , 


nouncement has been given out at Vienna 
to the effect that Francis Joseph has f 
the present no intention whatsoever of pa 
ing a visit to Belgium or to the court 
Brussels. 

Yet Leopold’s visit to Vienna last autumn 
followed closely upon that of King Edward, 
and since the old emperor is now about to re- 
turn the English ruler’s call Leopold may be 
excused for expecting that. Francis Joseph 
would pay him a similar compliment on his 
way back to Austria. That this courtesy 
should be withheld, must, under the circum- 
stances, be looked upon as an intentional 
slight placed upon Leopold, indicative of the 
displeasure... . | 

The Belgian ruler was equally unsuccess- 
ful in his efforts at Paris to induce the king 
and queen of Italy to stop over at Brussels 
on their return from staying with Edward 
V1I. at Windsor last autumn, and it will 
have been noticed that, although Leopold 
made elaborate preparations to welcome Em- 
peror William at Antwefp on the occasion 
of the latter’s trip from Bremen to the 
Mediterranean, yet that the kaiser passed 
by without touching at any Belgian port. 
Nor has King Edward visited the court of 
Brussels once since his accession, although 
Leopold is a former friend and a near rela- 
tive, as which indeed he attended in person 
the obsequies of Queen Victoria. 

In one word Leopold is being subjected 
just at the present moment to something 
much akin to a boycott by his fellow rulers, 
even President Loubet having turned a deaf 
ear to his proposal that he should return at 
Brussels. in state, the numerous visits which 
he, Leopold, has paid to Paris. And, while 
they do not go to the length of closing their 
doors against him, and are at home to him 
when he chooses to call, they refrain from 
returning his visits. | 


Grand Duke Alexis, who is the captain 
admiral and ranking officer of the Russian 
navy, and all the senior officers of the 
latter, are so strongly opposed to the daring 
scheme of Grand Duke Alexander Michaelo- 
vitch to send the Baltic fleet to the Pacific 
ocean by the northeast passage that the 
abandonment of the project is virtually as- 
sured. Thisis more prudent. For the north- 
ern coast of Siberia and the shores of the 
islands with which the sea there is dotted 
are strewn with the débris of vessels that 
have attempted the northeastern passage. 
No flotilla even of arctic ships has ever got 
through unscathed, and the dispatch of the 
squadron of destroyers, which form an in- 


dispensable element of the Baltic fleet, to

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


PEPPER’S STRENUOUS LIFE. 
Remarkable Career of the Late Provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania. ~.. . 

“ WILLIAM PEPPER,” who was provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania, is fortu- 
nate in his biographer, as in so many other 
main incidents of his remarkable career. 
He was one of Philadelphia’s most notable 
citizens, a man who had in extraordinary de- 
gree the instinct for public benefaction and 
a surprising talent for doing things, espe- 
cially for getting others to join in doing 
great things. To start with, he was a pre- 
cocious boy, entering college at 15 and grad- 
uating with special distinction. 

Having studied medicine and entered upon 
his lHfelong work as medical practitioner 
and medical teacher; he, at the age of 27, 
undertook the creation of a great hospital in 
connection with the university, and within 
three years secured over $300,000 for it. His 
breadth of view, his forecast of the needs of 
the city and of the country, his enthusiasm, 
tact, skill, power of statement, and dominat- 
ing purpose mightily captivated men and 
women of means. 

When elected provost of the University of 
Pennsylvania, a position which he held for 
thirteen years, he set to work to transform 
the university, creating in it some twenty 
new departments, lifting it into prominence 


as one of the leading up to date universities © 
of the country. In carrying into effect his” 
grand and brilliant educational schemes he 


had to raise not less than $5,000,000. Besides 
all this and continuing his lectureships and 
attending to his immense medical practice 
he managed to turn his city upside down in 
his schemes for a new system of waterworks, 
the creation of the International Commercial 
museum and other museums and a free 
public library. 

For all this he raised, it ig said, not less 
than $10,000,000. Born in 1843, he died in 
1898, worn out with the labor of his amaz- 
ingly strenuous and fruitful life. The story 
of such a man’s life is worth reading. The 
book is published by the Lippincott company, 
Philadelphia. 


“WALSH THE WONDER WORKER,” 
by G. Manville Fenn (E. P. Dutton & Co.), 
is a lively and well told story.

The members of the 
tobacco combine, as well as the independent 
tobacco manufacturers, are in favor of the 
bill because of the enormous expense in- 
volved in giving these prizes. 

Under the present law, the tobacco men 
declare that in order to do business suc- 
cessfully and compete with other manufac-’ 
turers, they are forced to do a genera er- 
chandising in addition to the (obacco bust 
ness. The manufacturers claim that unless 
congress takes some steps to prevent the 
giving of premiums it is only a matter of a 
short time before their business existence 
will depend upon the schemes they can de- 
vise for the giving of prizes. 

It is probable the ways and means com- 
mittee will make a favorable report on this 
question, because congress at one time for- 
bade the practice. When the war revenue 
act was adopted it contained a clause pro- 
hibiting the insertion of coupons in packages 
of tobacco or redeeming these coupons by 
giving prizes. When the war revenue law 
was repealed that clauses of the bill went 
along with it, and immediately the manu- 
facturers of tobacco resumed the practice 
of giving prizes, because each feared his 
competitor would do likewise. The enor- 
mous cost has led the manufacturers to ap- 
peal to congress, and it is more than likely 
the bill will become a law at this session, be- 
cause there is little opposition to it. p

Some years 
ago the army engineers declared the lake 
men had combined for the purpose of charg- 
ing the government exorbitant prices for 
building its dredges. They recommended 
that the United States build its own craft 
of this kind, and the experiment was so suc- 
cessful that the army engineers favor con- 
tinuing this practice. The lake dredgrrs 
charge the war department is now building 
ten dredges without warrant of appropriation 
or authority of congress, the payments being 
made out of various appropriations not in- 
tended for that purpose.

Stgtement Is Made in Response to Res- 
olution Asking for an Explanation 
of the Scope of the Recent Order Is- 
aued by Co i Ware—iIt 
Shows That, According to Estimates, 
the Pay Rolls Will Be Increased $5.- 
400,000 Each Year. 7 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—The secre- 
tary of the interior today sent to the senate 
& communication in response to Senator 
Overman’s resolution directing the secretary 
to furnish the senate a copy of the order 
issued by the department enlarging the pen- 
sion act of June 27, 1890, and amendments 
as to the disabilities of applicants for pen- 
sions, and to report by what amount the 
order will increase pensions annually. 

In regard to the increase of pension ap- 
propriations needed to carry the other into 
_ effect, the secretary gives the estimate of the 
acting commissioner of pensions, made pub- 
lic with the order of March 15, 1904. 


Pension Laws Reviewed. 

A review of the administration of pen- 
sion laws is given by Secretary Hitchcock, in 
the course of which he says: 

** Disability, partial or complete, to per- 
form manual labor, is the sole measure of 
the right to a pension under this act of 
June 27, 1890. The element of manual labor 
is fundamental. If, in the adjudication of a 
pension claim, it shall be determined that 
the applicant’s pensionable disabilities ren- 
der him wholly incapacitated for manual la- 
bor, his pension rating will be accordingly 
even, though the applicant may be then 
occupied with distinguished usefulness in 
some field of intellectual endeavor. ' 

** Not only does the act itself provide tha 
*each and every infirmity shall be duly con- 
sidered,’ but the decisions under it uniformly 
recognize the principle that disabilities due 
to senility alone are pensionable.” 


Ware’s Order Explained. 

SecretaryeHitchcock’s letter is accompanied 
by a letter from Acting Commissioner of 
Pensions Davenport, who says Commis- 
sioner Ware's order does not enlarge but 
simply construes the pension act of June 27, 
1890, and its amendments. Mr. Davenport 
says: 

“The amount the order will increase pen- 
sions annually, and particularly when the 
same shall become fully operative, can be 
only roughly estimated. There are sup 
to be living today about 875,000 ex-unio 
soldiers of the civil war. Of these are pen- 
sioned under the act of July 14, 1862, known 
as the general law, about 265.000, and under 
the act of June 27, 1890, about 428,000, agere- 
gating 693,000, which, deducted from the 
whole number of survivors, leaves 182,000 
who have not applied for pension. To say 
that 75,000 of these have reached the age 
of 62 and will apply seems a reasonable es- 
timate. If these 75,000 are all placed on the 
rolls at $6 a month, or $72 a year. the output 
will be increased $5,400,000 an- 
nu 


NAVY DROPS WRECK ‘INQUIRY. 


Collision Between Battleships Dlinois 
and Missouri Is Partly Blamed 
to Capt. Cowles. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—The report 
of the court of inquiry on the collision be- 


by Capt. Cowles, and Illinois, commanded 
by Capt. Bradford, was made public today.

OBITUARY. 


BURTON NORVILL HARRISON, a law- 
yer of New York, and husband of Mrs. Bur- 
ton Harrison, the authoress, and father of 
Congressman Harrison of New York City, 
died in Washington last night, aged 65 years. 
Mr. Harrison was born in New Orleans and 
graduated from Yale in 1859. During the 
war Mr. Harrison was private secref@ry to 
Jefferson Davis, the president of the south- 
ern confederacy. He shared in the capture 
of Mr. Davis, rather than forsake his for- 
tunes. When Mr. Davis was carried to Fort 
Monroe Mr. Harrison was sent to prison in 
Washington and finally sent to Fort Dela- 
ware, where he remained in solitary confine- 
ment, until 1866, when he was released. 
Mr. Harrison was prominent in New York. 
He was secretary to Mayor Wickham of New 
York and was largely instrumental in the 
prosecution of the Tweed ring. 

HENRY A. BOGARD®§, Chicago, who was 
perhaps the most widely known telegraph 
operator in America, died yesterday in Chi- 
cago. He was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
sixty years ago and on the death of his wife 
became aninveterate traveler. “Old Bogey,”’ 
as he had been familiarly known for a quar- 
ter of a century, had worked in every tele- 
graph office of importance in the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico. He is said to 
have crosged the continent from coast to 
coast and from Mexico City to Manitoba more 
than a hundred times. 

REUBEN G. ORWIG, Chicago, who died 
on Sunday, will be-buried today. Mr. Orwig 
edited the first republican paper in Phila- 
delphia. He was born in Mifflinburg, Pa., in 
1831. After his Philadelphia experience he 
removed to Des Moines, Ia., in 1862, and 
established a paper there. He came to Chi- 
cago in 1890 and entered the real estate busi- 
ness. Mrs. Orwig, who survives him, is well 
known as a writer for various publications. 
The funeral will take place at the residenca, 
5525 Monroe avenue, at 2 o’clock. 


DR. E. P. NOEL, Chicago, former coroner’s 
physician and later physician in the office of 
City Attorney Smulski, died in Phoenix, Ariz., 
yesterday, following an attack of the grip.

MAKES ATTACK 
ON PRESIDENT. 


Williams of Illinois Regards 
Roosevelt as Harmless 
Trust Agitator. 


DOUBTS WISDOM AT TIMES 


Executive Held Too Theatrical 
for Business Interests of 
the Country. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—During the 
discussion of the sundry civil appropriation 
bill in the house today Mr. Williams of Illi- 
nols attacked the republicans for failing to 
investigate the postoffice department. Mr. 
Willams said that the scandals in that de- 
partment will become an important issue in 
the coming campaign. He arraigned Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Attorney General Knox 
regarding the trusts. Before he came into 
office the president, he said, was recognized 
as a ‘‘trust buster,” but. he said, since he 
came into power all his indictments against 
the trusts were at once turned into apologies, 

“The trusts long since,’’ he said, amid 
democratic laughter, ‘“‘ have learned what a 
harmless agitator he is.’’ 


Held Too Theatrical. 


He said that one of the wvreatest jokes on 
the public was perpetrated when the an- 
nouncement was made that ‘' Theodore 
Roosevelt was to be the anti-trust candidate 
in 1904."" It was no longer a secret, he as- 


serted, ‘that the business interests of the 


country, including many who supported Mc- 
Kinley, do not regard President Roosevelt 
as a safe man. By many, he said, his adminis- 
tration was looked upon asa “ continuing 
experiment, entirely too theatrical for the 
business interests of the country, without 
sufficient time between acts to allow the 
people a breathing spell.” He further at- 
tacked Mr. Roosevelt when he said there 
were many indictments in his administration 
which justify the aprehension that “on 
some strenuous occasion he is liable to go 
off too suddenly and too inconsiderately in 
some of the graver affairs of the govern- 


ment.”’ 
To Complete Capitol, | 

The only important amendment to the bill, 
which was adopted, was one providing for 
an initial appropriation of $500,000 for the 
completion of the capitol building according 
to the original design. 

The bill authorizing the erection of an ad- 
ditional executive department building in 
Washington today was the subject of a 
spirited debate in the senate. Senators di- 
vided largely on the question of location, 
but there also was talk as to the necessity 
of better office accommodations for the sen- 
ate and the supreme court. 


WANT INDIAN WAREHOUSE HERE. 


Wholesale and Jobbing Concerns Pro- 
test Against Its Proposed Re- 
moval to St. Louis. 


The wholesale and jobbing houses of Chi- 
cago were stirred to action yesterday by 
the report that bids for Indian supplies 
would be received by the government in St. 
Louis instead of in Chicago. Telegrams ad- 
dressed to congressmen: at Washington 
brought the information that the reports 
were well founded, and that the representa- 
tives were working hard to head off the 
movement. 

The result was that the following tel 
was sent from some of the husiness houses: 


“To the President, Washington: We aré 


advised that the opening of bids for shoes, 
hardware, and drugs is to be transferred to 
St. Louis. Records for last three years will 
show this to be unfair and against the best 
interests of the government, and we respect- 
fully ask your iInterference.”’

These are awarded in New 
York and delivered to the New York Indian 
warehouse. I think no one has ever at- 
tempted to question the fairness of awards 
here, and Chicago has always taken from 
seven to nine-tenths of the contracts.”

ed a bribe. Judge Oren T. Williams sentenced 
Gaster to pay a fine of $200 and a further 
fine of $100 as costsin the case.

Dr. Maragliano’s paper announced that the 
physician's conclusions were based upon 
clinical laboratory work covering thirty-four 
years. His experiments, the paper said, led 
him to announce the following conclusions: 

“ First, that it is possible to produce a 
specific therapy for tuberculosis. 

“ Second, that it is possible to immunize 
animal organism against tuberculosis as is 
done in other diseases and that there is good 
reason to hope for an anti-tuberculosis:vac- 
cination for men.” 

The Italian physician declares his vac- 
cination is a certain cure in the early stages 
of the disease and aids greatly in the later 
stages.

Shadow of Iroquois Disaster. 

* As you stand beneath the awful shadow 
of the Iroquois disaster, think for a moment 
how much it would have meant to thie city if 
all reasonable precautions against fire had 
bed by ordinance and enforced 
by municipal officials. Vain is it to trust 
each’ individual to impose on himself the 
needed restraints. Many are ignorant of 
their necessity; many indifferent to them. 
Only the strong arm of municipal law can 
secure protection to all against the ignorance 
or indifference of the individual.- 4 

“It is not strange that the most’ widely 
abused official is the peliceman. He is the 
active agent of the municipality in enforc-, 


ing its ordinances, the visible representative | . 
of all obnoxious, petty,-and irritating city 


regulations. As those regulations: touch the 
life of the individual at more-points and 
more frequently than any other enactments, 
national or state, it is only natural that he 
who enforces them should be most disliked. 

“But; notwithstanding all this abuse, he 
is our best friend. All honor to the police- 
man. Shunned by criminalg who dread to 
hear the echo of his footsteps, ridiculed by 
society because he is not ubiquitous and 
omniscient, he is the visible arm of that 
municipal force which not only protects us 
but throws around us those restraints which 
are essential to the general well being and 
the public peace.” |

ntiffs. 


Will Change the Procedure. 

“The insertion of this phrase will change 
the method of procedure in hearings on viola- 
tions,” Mr. Allen said. “ Formerly it was 
necessary to show that the purpose of the 

pickets was to interfere with or intimidate 
employés. Now all that will be required will 
be to show that their manner was such 6s 
would accomplish those ends,” 

The defendants are also enjoined from un- 
lawfully attempting to dissuade employés 
from continuing at work, or to persuade oth- 
ers not to work.

The girl reappeared at the Criminal court 
in the morning and told Attorney Buckner 
she had testified falsely. She was placed on 
the stand again and declared before Judge 
Chytraus that she had not seen the crime 
committed and that she knew nothing about 
it. She said she had been instructed to testi- 
ty against the prisoners by the widow of 
the murdered man. 

“ She told me to say it,”’ was the only ex- 
planation the girl would give. 

“But how is it you now confess that you 
aid not tell the truth?” asked Attorney 
Buckner. 

*‘ Because I felt bad over it, and because 
my papa told me I would be sent to prison 
for twelve years if I lied. When he told me 
that I got scared and meade up my mind to 
come down and tell the truth.”

196.—Work at Illinois Univer- 
sity. 


§ a brief sketch of the work In house- 
hold science in the University of Iili- 
nois in 1809 has recently been given 
in these columns it seems desirable to 
give some data concerning the pres- 
¢ status of the work. 

The present department is now in the 
gourth year of its development. It aims to

The course is planned to cover four years. 

In addition to certain special courses 
only in the department, certain other 
courses are selected from the work in other 
Zepartments. By this means only about 
ene-half of the work is prescribed. This 
leaves much liberty of choice among the gen- 
eral university offerings and thus meets the 
: of two classes of students—(1) those 
who wish to make a special study of house-

hold science; (2) those who wish a general 
knowledge of some particular phase of the 

ouseho management, textiles, or 
chemistry of food. | 

Of the nine special courses given in the 
department three have to do with the selec- 
tion and preparation of food—first, for the 
normal individual; second, for the abnormal 
one. The principles governing selection are 
practiced in the markets. These courses 
provide an opportunity for a consideration 
of the dietetic treatment of certain diseases 
and some emergency work. 

Another of courses affords oppor- 
tunity for the study of the construction, san- 
itation, decoration, and care of the house, 
and incidentally touches upon the evolution 
of the house and family. A third group deals 
with the subject of textiles; another with 
the chemistry of foods, the science of nutri- 
tion.- Not the least interesting or important 
is the investigation by the individual student 
of some particular problem and the seminary. 
work in the study of the domestic science 
movement in its educational and industria] 
The growth in interest and num- 


enroliment is five and one-half times us 
great as that of the first semester four years 
ago, or when the department opened; and 
the demands for graduates as teachers are 
far in excess of the supply.

. Authoritative information from New York 
yesterday was to the effect that the Harri- 
man-Kuhn-Loeb people insist on the return 
to them of the stock of the Northern Pacific 
which they turned into the Northern Secu- 


rities company. Their position is that 
through no fault of thelr own the Northern 


Securities ‘company is ordered dis- 
solved, and they now want that 
to which they are. legally entitled. 
To secure this effort short of 


every 
a fight will be made. But by this it is not 
meant to suggest the right to receive back 
the Northern Pacific stock is to be foregone. 

A repetition of the experience of May, 
1001, it is agreed by the principal parties 
in interest, cannot be allowed to take place. 
That would mean a great sacrifice for all 
the important interests in Wall street, and 
is, if possible, to be avoided. None of the 
interests wants another such unsettling of 
securities values as followed the Northern 
Pacific corner, and this fact, it may be 
added, is the restraining influence in the 
presént situation. It is, as it were, a club 
wielded by conditions whose falling would 
cause more disaster than the ylelding of one 
of the parties in the present disagreement. 

It transpires, however, that the old enmity 
is being revived between the opposing inter- 
ests. There fs just as much willingness to 
go into a fight as there was three years ago, 
but for the evil effects of such a course. 
For that reason passion is to be restrained 
and some effort made to settle the matter. 
But the grimness with which the Harriman- 
Kuhn-Loeb people stand for their “ rights ”’ 
doesn’t suggest they have any misgiving 
as to their ability to secure what they assert 
is due them in the matter of return of North- 
ern Pacific or to dictate, in lieu of such re- 
turn, a settlement agreeable to themselves. 

THe informant,. while fully 
aware of the possibilities growing out of the 
disagreement, feels the general situation in 
Wall street is greatly improved, though not 
much is expected in the way of market ad- 
vances at the present time. So far as the 
war is concerned, New York houses with 
foreign connections are prepared to expect 
either a speedy termination or a greatly 
prolonged conflict.
